With all its studied simplicity, it was, 
nevertheless, an evocation of old Spain;

And Weaves a New Design

The most remarkable material in the 
current spring collection at Matita’s was 
born of a mistake. . It happened this 
way: 

When a loom was busy turning out a 
milanese something went wrong, and the 
machine was stopped. Engineers got to 
work, repaired the defect, set up the loom 
again, and gave the “all clear.” 

Then the miracle happened, for some 
error had been made, and instead of 
carrying on with the intended pattern 
the loom started weaving a design ali on 
its own. It was one that seemed to vary 
constantly, while the width of the 
material was no less than 108 inches. 

Ten different designs were worked 
through before the “ repeat ” came, and 
the result was so pleasing that Matita 
decided to use the fabric.
